‘\T hold every man a debtor to his profession, 
from the which, as men do of course seek to re- 
ceive countenance and profit, so ought they of duty 
to endeavor themselves by way of amends to be a 
help and an ornament thereunto,’’—LORD BACON. 


PROTECTION FOR THE FOREIGN 
AUTHOR. 

WITHIN the past two years we have heard 
much from abroad to the effect that the inter- 
national copyright of this country is a dead letter. 
The judgment of our critics is evidently based 
on the fact that notwithstanding the operation of 
the lawa number of extremely successful novels, 
notably by some of the later English authors, 
have been reprinted in this country without au- 
thority; but they have left out of consideration 
the other fact, that the reason for this was the 
omission, on the part of the author or his publish- 
er, tocomply with a few requirements of the law. 

One of the most important of these is that the 
type of a foreign book must be set here, and 
another that publication here and abroad must 
be simultaneous. As the publishing trades of 
this country and England are organized at pres- 
ent this is asimple enough proceeding. An Eng- 
lish author of light literature, seeking copyright 
in Great Britain and the United States, need 
often do no more than to submit advance sheets 
of his new book to the agents of the American 
publishing firms abroad. If it be accepted his 
concern rests there, as his publisher in this 
country, in self-defence, will attend to the neces- 
Sary details to secure the book from piracy. 

Of course, it happens now and then that an 
unimportant publishing house abroad neglects 
the matter of American copyright on a publica- 
tion, or that a book by an unknown author fails 
to appeal to the judgment of American pub- 
lishers. If in either case the book in question 
succeeds abroad, there are plenty of publishers 
here on the lookout for just such a windfall. 


The book of the hapless author, in such cases, 
is seized, put into execrable type, printed upon 
the flimsiest paper, bound in defiance of taste, 
and sent forth a caricature of the book-making 
art, with every species of misspelling and all 
the marks of piratical haste, to be sold at 19, 
17and 14cents by dry-goods houses, drug-stores 
and whatever other shops value such goods as 
‘* leaders”; at 12, toand 8 cents on the old book- 
stands ; and at what it will fetch upon push-carts 
and in the hands of every sort of book peddler. 

Then if the book has had a success of thou- 
sands, the reprinters snap up unconsidered and 
uncopyrighted earlier trifles by the same writer— 
short stories, essays, novelettes, anything that 
might be proclaimed ‘‘ by the author of so-and- 
so,” and issue the collection in a volume that 
shares the fate of its predecessor. This is to be 
deplored, but cannot be avoided, until those con- 
cerned will learn to protect themselves in time ; 
and this the law, although it may not work to 
the satisfaction of everybody, will enable them 
to do if they choose to avail themselves of it. 





A NEW SHAKESPEARE CONCORD- 
ANCE. 


WHAT promises to be the most imposing and 
exhaustive concordance to the works of Shake- 
speare will, within the next few weeks, be pub- 
lished by Macmillan & Co., under the title of ‘A 
New and Complete Concordance, or Verbal In- 
dex, to Words, Phrases, and Passages in the 
Dramatic Works of Shakespeare, with a Supple- 
mentary Concordance to the Poems.” The 
work has been prepared by John Bartlett, a 
name known throughout the English-speaking 
world as the author of ‘“ Bartlett’s Familiar 
Quotations,” and to the book trade of this coun- 
try as the senior member of the old and historic 
firm of Little, Brown & Co. Mr. Bartlett, who 
has now reached his 74th year, was born in Plym- 
outh, Mass. At the age of sixteen he entered 
the publishing business in Cambridge. In 1849 
he became the proprietor of the publishing 
house that bore his name until the war broke 
out, and he entered the U. S. navy to serve his 
country during the Civil War. After the war 
he became a member of the firm of Little, Brown 
& Co., reaching the senior partnership in 1878. 
Mr. Bartlett took up his work on the concord- 
ance shortly after the pub'ication of the Glode 
edition of Shakespeare in 1875. The appearance 
of the revised edition of the Glode Shakespeare, 
still published by Macmillan & Co., in 1891, 
necessitated a certain amount of additional 
work. Mr. Bartlett says in his introduction : 
‘* Apart from the merit of presenting the latest 
and most approved text, now the standard with 
scholars and critics, the plan of this concord- 
ance to the dramatic works of Shakespeare is 
more comprehensive than that of any which has 
preceded it, in that it aims to give passages of 
some length for the most part independent of 
the context.”’ The work, he adds, is made more 
nearly complete by the inclusion of select ex- 
amples of certain auxiliary verbs, of various 
adjectives in common use, and of pronouns, 
prepositions, interjections, and conjunctions. 
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THE “ ASSOCIATION LITTBRAIRE” AT 
ANTWERP. 


THE sixteenth annual session of the ‘‘ Asso- 
ciation Littéraire et Artistique Internationale” 
was held in Antwerp this week from the 18th to 
the 25th. It was the third reunion in Belgium, 
a ‘previous meeting having been held in Ant- 
werp in August, 1885, and one in Brussels in 
1884. It is not to be expected that this year's 
conference was as epoch-making in the history 
of literarv-property protection as was the note- 
worthy Brussels copyright congress, but the 
subjects for consideration were sufficiently im- 
portantand varied. The programme wasa long 
one, and what with the interruptions caused by 
social attentions, and the special temptation to 
irregularity of attendance incident to the pres- 
ence in Antwerp of the International Exposi- 
tion, it is doubtful if the whole of it was dis- 
cussed. A number of topics were carried over 
from last year, such as publication contract, 
property in titles, portraits, photographs, and 
translations ; the question of registration and 
deposit of copies, and, in connection with this 
last, the interesting project of the establishment 
at Berne of a universal bureau for the recording 
of copyrights. New subjects for discussion 
were collaboration, arbitration in literary-prop- 
erty disputes, property in personal names, prop- 
erty rights in stereotype plates, the rights of 
authors in relation to gratuitous representations, 
and some clauses of the international copyright 
treaty. Reports were also expected on the 
status of copyright in North and South America, 
Great Britain, Denmark, Norway, Austria, and 
Russia. The project of holding next year’s 
session in the United States having fallen 
through, efforts are being made to secure the 
naming of some German city for that honor.

TOO MANY BOOKS. 


THE editor of Lippincott’s Magazine for July, 
in his ‘‘ Talks with the Trade,”’ answers a cor- 
respondent’s question, ‘‘ What are the principal 
arrangements between publisher and author?” 
as follows : 

‘‘If a book is certain or likely to sell, the 
author gets a royalty, usually ten per cent., on 
all sales. Sometimes an author of established 
reputation prefers to sell outright: thus Milton 
got five pounds for ‘ Paradise Lost ’ — but epics 


are worth less now. Dickens and Thackeray, 
on the other hand, received large sums, which 
the publishers paid as the basis of a safe specu- 
lation. American novels, however, seldom 
bring so much at the present time. If any firm 
offers you a thousand dollars cash for yours, we 
advise you to take it. 

‘* Most books get printed not at all, or at the 
author’sexpense and risk. This fs fair, because 
the publishers ought not to bear all the losses, 
Very few books are producers of wealth; most 
do not pay expenses. Many are printed that 
ought not to be, either from intellectual or 
commercial reasons. Outsiders fancy that it is 
a great thing to have written a book. Not at 
all, or not necessarily. It proves nothing but 
that one can spell and arrange words in gram- 
matical sentences—perhaps not even so much. 

‘* A friend of ours, who had some talent and 
had done some good things, took his verses to 
a publisher, who agreed to bring them out in 
book form at the author’s expense. ‘ How 
many copies do you want?’ he asked. ‘About 
fifteen hundred,I suppose.’ ‘ Better say a hun- 
dred and fifty, for unless you give them away 
you will get most of them back. When not 
backed by a known name, poetry is a drug in 
the market.’ And so is most prose, too,* 

‘* Therefore don't pose as a martyr if the pub- 
lisher, having looked over your effusions, offers 
to act simply as your agent, you bearing all 
costs; nor yet if he declines to handle them at 
all. In our day literature (or what aims to be 
such) is overdone; there is too much of it. Real 
talent, if it can get its products into available 
shape, will be heard from sooner or later, first 
and chiefly (as a rule) through the periodicals. 
To try your luck costs merely postage—and at 
the other end the time of editors and clerks, 
which publishers pay for in your behalf. But 
nobody is going to win wealth and fame by the 
pen, merely because he or she would like to.” 


* This reminds us of the following story told 
by Curwen of an experience one of the Riving- 
tons of London had with a would-be author : 


‘* A country vicar, poor and obscure, preached 
a sermon with which both he and his parishion- 
ers were greatly charmed. Of course, so good 
a thing must be put into print, and it was 
offered to Rivington. The publisher was ami- 
able; the vicar big with exultation. Details 
had to be discussed, and the happy author was 
asked how many copies should be struck off. 
‘Why, sir,’ he repiied confidently, ‘ I have cal- 
culated that there are in the kingdom ten thou- 
sand parishes, and that each parish will at least 
take one, and others more, so that I think we 
may venture to print thirty-five or thirty-six 
thousand copies. The vicar returned to the 
country to dream of fame, and perhaps give a 
passing thought to the lucre which occasionally 
accompanies renown. In due time he received 
his publisher’s statement. That absorbing docu- 
ment showed that of the 35,000 printed 17 
copies had been sold, and that there was a 
balance on the wrong side of £784. The vicar 
was dismayed ; peace and sleep forsook him, 
and, it may be, the debtor’s prison began to 
loom large. A little later he was informed, to 
his infinite relief, that the statement was a Jest, 
that only a hundred copies had been printed, 
and that therefore the deficit was not deadly. 
The vicar was probably cured of the craze of 
authorship.” 
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EARLY CIRCULATING LIBRARIES. 
From All the Year Round, 


From time immemorial booksellers’ shops 
have been the favorite resort of all touched with 
the love of letters, and in days gone by, when 
the art of advertising was practically unknown, 
it was only by frequenting the shops where 
books were sold that possible purchasers were 
able to learn what was going on in the publish- 
ing world, to know what new books were in 
course of publication, and to hear and exchange 
the latest literary gossip. 

These early book-lovers, one may be quite 
sure, would be certain to while away many a 
leisure hour by ‘‘sampling” the wares on their 
hosts’ counters, and would read, or at least dip 
into, many volumes besides those they actually 
purchased for more leisurely consumption at 
home. And hence might arise, very naturally, 
the custom of formally lending out books to 
read for a monetary consideration. 

Thus, at the end of Kirkman’s “ Thracian 
Wonder,” published in 1661, the bookseller makes 
the following announcement: ‘‘If any gentle- 
men please to repair to my house aforesaid, they 
may be furnished with all manner of English or 
French histories, romances, or poetry, which 
are to be sold or read for reasonable considera- 
tion.” It is not quite clear from the last few 
words whether the books might be taken away 
to be read, or whether the reading was to be 
done in the bookseller’s shop. 

But that books might be taken home is evi- 
dent from the remark of a character in Nevile’s 
‘‘ Poor Scholar,” printed in 1662. ‘‘Step to a 
bookseller’s,” he says, ‘‘ and give him thisangel, 
which I’ll lend you, for the use of the many- 
languaged Bibles lately publish’t, for a week. 
Their price istwelve pound. When you have 
got them to your study, invite your father to 
your chamber, show him your library, and tell 
him you are twelve pounds out of purse for those 
large volumes.” This was an ingenious way of 
getting around the “ relieving officer,” but it is 
doubtful, after all, whether the lending system 
was put into practice to any great extent. 





BETTER PAID THAN ZOLA. 
From the Nordiyset. 


EVERY now and then the papers publish how 
much Zola, probably the best paid of all living 
authors, gets for his books. We read of the 
200,000 francs which Zola gets for one novel. 
There is in Ribe, Denmark, one author, how- 
ever, who is paid much better for his work than 
Zola. That man is the venerable Bishop of 
Ribe, Mr. Dalsley, the author of ‘‘ Luther’s 
Little Catechism, with Explanatory Remarks.” 
Up to date the little catechism has appeared in 
160 editions, about the same number which 
‘*Nana” has reached. But while every edition 
of ‘‘ Nana” only consists of 1000 copies, that of 
the catechism amounts to 10,000. and, although 
it contains only seventy-two small pages, half of 
which are crowded with quotations, the Bishop 
of Ribe has derived as large a revenue from 
‘‘Luther’s Little Catechism” as Zola has from 
his own big ‘‘ Nana.” A single verse of the 
Lord's Prayer, ‘‘ Give us this day our daily 
bread,” accompanied by the explanatory remark, 
‘‘ Pray for that only which you need !” is worth 
$1000 to the bishop. 
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NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


It is said that Mrs. Humphry Ward has 
written a play, and that it is under consideration 
by Mr. Irving. 


W. D. HowELts is preparing for Harper's 
Magazine a series of papers containing a record 
of his first impressions of New York and New 
York people. 


THE only sister of Thomas Carlyle is living 
near Toronto, Canada. This is Mrs. Janet Car- 
lyle Hanning, the widow of Robert Hanning, 
who went to Canada to retrieve his fortune, and 
became a railroad man. 


CAVALIERE ALDEN, whose ‘‘Italian Case 
Against France” is a feature in the August 
Ninetecnth Century, is none other than our old 
friend, W. L. Alden, once ‘‘the fifth-column 
man’”’ of the New York Zimes and now of The 
Idler and Pall Mall Magazine. 


RUDYARD KIPLING’s next volume of prose will 
contain a second series of jungle stories ; and 
after that we are promised a collection of short 
stories dealing not with Indian life but with 
London society. They will appear for the first 
time in this form without previous magazine 
publication. Mr. Kipling has returned to his 
Vermont home, but only for the winter, it is said. 
He will hereafter spend his summers in Eng- 
land. 


LEW VANDERPOOLE, according to the New 
York Hera/d, has been arrested in London ona 
charge of endeavoring to obtain £1000 by false 
pretences from Charles Russell, son of the Lord 
Chief Justice of England. Mr. Vanderpoole, 
who is really a clever writer, will probably be 
best remembered for his attempt to pass off a 
work of his own on the proprietor of the Cos- 
mopolitan Magazine as a translation from an un- 
published posthumous manuscript of George 
Sands. 


JULIAN RALPH left New York on the 17th inst: 
on his way to the Orient, via San Francisco, for 
Harper's Weekly and Harper's Magazine to make 
studies of the conditions that obtain upon the 
world’s further side. Upon his arrivalin Japan 
Mr. Ralph will forward accounts of whatever he 
may witness of the war between that country 
and China, of the gathering of the naval rep- 
resentatives of all Christendom, and of the 
peculiar scenes attendant upon the war. Hewill 
be met at Yokohama by C. D. Weldon, the 
artist, who has long been familiar with Oriental 
life. 


THE London Society of Science, Letters, and 
Art recently awarded to Gen. J. Watts De 
Peyster its gold medal for his ‘‘ scientific and 
literary attainments.” The medal is of 22 carat 
gold, 14 inches in diameter, 4 inch thick; the 
obverse bearing the arms or seal and name of 
the society, and the reverse General J. Watts 
de Peyster, F.S.Sc. ([Honorary] Fellow of the 
Society, 1894). No higher testimonial of merit 
could have been bestowed, and the fact that it 
was awarded by a noted scientific and literary 
society in England to an American scholar 
augments the value. 


EXERCISES commemorating the centenary of 
the birth of William Cullen Bryant were cele- 
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brated in Cummington, Mass.,on August 16. 
The true date of Bryant’s birth was November 3, 
1794, but for many reasons his native town 
thought wiser to hold its festivities in summer- 
time, and since last March has been preparing 
for the occasion that has been a great success. 
Poems and addresses were read by John How- 
ard Bryant, now eighty-seven years old, Prof, 
Charles Eliot Norton, Charles Dudley Warner, 
Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, and many minor lights. 
The country around Cummington is specially 
dear to all who know ‘“ The Rivulet,” ‘‘ The 
Fringed Gentian,” ‘“‘ The Brook,” and ‘‘ Thana- 
topsis.” 

THE State Superintendent of Wisconsin has 
preferred charges against Prof. Richard T. Ely, 
director of the State University School otf 
Economy, for alleged heretical teaching. The 
superintendent had in evidence a list of books 
published by Prof. Ely, and declared that as 
they were used by the students, under Prof. 
Ely’s direction, they ought to be considered. 
Following this, he quoted what he considered 
objectionable socialistic paragraphs from the 
books, and stated that among Prof. Ely’s teach- 
ings is the doctrine that the people are shot 
down and clubbed because they are laborers and 
poor. He held that Prof, Ely’s criticism of Judge 
Gary’s rulings inthe Anarchist case proved him 
in sympathy with the men on trial, and that Dr. 
Ely'’s books abounded in quotations favorable to 
lawlessness and disorder. 


Mr. SHADWELL, of Oriel, according to the 
London Athenzum, will select from Walter Pa- 
ter’s papers such of his writings as it seems ad- 
visable to publish in book form. Mr. Pater’s 
last publication, *‘ The Child in the House,” we 
learn from the same source, contains reminis- 
cences of his own early years, and deals particu- 
larly with his first impressions of death—‘' the 
fear of death intensified by the desire of beauty.” 
Though issued only a few weeks ago from the 
press of the author’s friend, Mr. Daniel, of Ox- 
ford, ‘‘ The Child in the House”’ was actually 
written in 1878. Only 250 copies were printed, 
and Mr. Pater intended to issue it later as one 
of a second series of ‘‘ Imaginary Portraits,” 
He had two or three other chapters in view for 
this volume, including a paper published not 
long ago in an American magazine. 


In the current Cosmopolitan there is a signifi- 
cant comment on the work of Ibsen. It was 
uttered by Tolstoi in a conversation held witha 
famous Berlin impresario and recorded by M. 
Sarcey. ‘‘ The manager was saying to the 
novelist that he had produced most of Ibsen’s 
works, without understanding them. ‘ Well,’ 
answered Tolstoi, ‘do you think that Ibsen un- 
derstands them any better? He writes them 
first, and depends upon the commentaries of in- 
terpreters to explain to himself what he was 
aiming at.’” ‘‘ Of course,” adds Sarcey, ‘‘ this 
is only a joke. Still, it may contain some truth. 
Ibsen’s is an effervescent mind; he does not al- 
ways aporehend what ideas are seething in his 
brain ; they flow headlong, and at haphazard, on 
his paper. He needs to have them made clear 
to himself.” Tolstoi, after writing a libretto to 
an opera called ‘‘ The Distiller,’’ a musical and 
operatic tract intended to cure the Russian peas- 
ant of intemperance, and procuring a teetotal 
composer to write the appropriate music, finds 
that the Russian peasant expresses no interest 
in his work, and the opera is a failure. 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 


EUGENE LAWRENCE, a historical writer, died 
on the 17th inst., at his residence, No. 340 West 
Nineteenth Street, New York City. He was 
graduated from the University of the City of 
New York in 1841, and devoted his life to literary 
pursuits. His most recent work was a contribu- 
tion of three articles to the ‘‘ Memorial History 
of the City of New York,” edited by James 
Grant Wilson, published last vear. Among his 
earlier works were ‘‘ Lives of British Historians” 
(Scribner’s, 1855), ‘‘ Historical Studies” (Har- 
pers, 1856), and articles upon Hume, Gibbon, and 
Cowper for Appleton’s Encyclopedia (1858), 
From 1869 to 1885 he was a writer on Harfer’s 
Weekly, and his papers in defence of the public 
schools and against foreign interference with 
them gained for him a widespread reputation. 


EDWARD PRIESTLEY, a manufacturer of sta- 
tionery in New York City, committed suicide in 
his office at 68 Beekman Street on the 2oth 
inst., by shooting himself in the head. Mr. 
Priestley had been in the stationery and paper 
manufacturing business for a number of years. 
He was for some time manager of the Ackerman 
Envelope Co., then employed by William H. 
Ward & Co., and lately carried on a business of 
his own. 


WILLIAM H. Copp, head of the Copp & Clark 
Publishing Company, of Toronto, and one of the 
best-known publishers in Canada, died on the 
20th inst., aged 69 years.
